however he took that cate as now and then to drop a Guinea in 
his Travels to Melancholly Spouſe at home; and in fine, to 
Keep her Houſe over her Head, and Bread in Cupboard. | am 
the more ſhort in this Part of our $ ory, as that ſeveral little 
Pamphlets, alrcady peep'd abroad, have been more prolix in this 
part of his Life, and therefore I ſhall not treat my Reader with 
to inſlpid- a Repetition. Nor ſhall I make it my Buſineſs to 
Enumerate every particular grofſer Robbery, which aftording 
little Matter more than the rough Compliment of Stand and De- 
lever, would conſequently make but a dull and undivertiſing 
Narration , ſuch as the Robbing the Lancaſhire Carrier , his 
Butchery of the poor Horſes at Mimms Waſh, or any other of 
his heayyer Fears of AQtivity , as the tireſome Pamphleteers 
upon the ſame SubjeCt have fooliſhly. done before me; No, the 
dclign of this T reatiſe is only to ſele& thoſe more Intriguing

To return therefore to our Captain, and ſhorten the Satur- 
nine part of our Hiſtory, Ifſhall only inform you that to qua- 
lify him for this reſolute Imployment, he was one of the great- 
cſt Dear-ſteaiers in the Nation, an cxcerciſe highly in faſhion 
with him.in his very Prentiſhip ; and a very: good laitiation:

and other fine things, as you are pleaſed to lay to my Charge, 
if my Portion be'ro ſeek, I may go ſeek for a Husband too. 
A great deale of-Difcourſe palit more upon the ſame Sabject, bur 
r > come to Buiineſs, rhe Captain offered ro Inn with them at 
Newberry, and wait the Lovers intendel Viſit next Morning, 
{as he underſtood he was ro mzer 'em there) and ſee what per- 
{wading Influence he could have over hin, or at leaſt what he 
would propoſe towards making an Accommodation in this 
bulinels. They accepted the Gentlemans kind offer, tho with 
very little hopes of ſucceſs from ir, for they were pretty well 
aſlurcd that a few kind pacyfying words, for that was the molt 
they could expz& from a Stranger, would do bur lictle in fo 
important a Negotiation. As they travelled ſoberly towards 
the Town, the Captain defired them to make no Noll: at their 
Loſs at the Inn, but huth their Mi:torcunes for ſome Reaſons
